Second, the ex- 
penditure of the vast sums necessary 
for carrying out the -work with a spe- 
cial view to promoting and securing in 
the-highest degree the best interests 
of the country through which the 
highway shall pass. A very little re- 
flection must tend to lead to the con- 
clusion that a reasonable utilization of 
iany important waterstrctches in the 

r .? rline of route would ho calculated to 
promote the second object. Assuming 
the railway to approach the Pacific by 
the Southern route, it is now intimat- 
ed that, instead of railway construc- 
tion being commenced at the seaboard, 

' " 'ijlrwill begin at'the head of - navigation 

• -on the Lower Fraser, proceeding to- 
wards the interior, and that the link 
between' the seaboard and the head of 
steamboat navigation on the Lower 
Fraser will ba left till the last, said 
nayigatioar being, meanwhile, utilized 
both in connection with consti'ucting 
and opemting the first portions of the 
railway on this side <^th6 Bocky 
Mountains. Such would, of course, 
be in harmony with the doctrine pro- 
mulgated by Mr. Mackenzie; and,

8ullivuu, who declined to send out to re- 
lievo tho ptarving' packor.s, alleging that 
lie had no fundK for tho purpose!

V. Nelson and others proposed holding a 
meeting on the I3tb Sept. and sending a 
jmrtj out at tlieir own expense. The dis- 
tressed packers are Ale.Y. Burnett, P. 
Grinder, Edgar Pettingill and "Hutch." 
Even if the men are savetl tho animals 
will perish.

As an 
instance in point, wo loiirn that through 
tho exertions of tho Rev. Mr. Grid go and 
Mr. Commissioner Pemborlon , a public 
hospital has been established in the 
Washington House, Brond Street, and 
placed under the charge of our well- 
kno\vn townsman Dr. Johnson. There 
are liow seven patients, English, American 
and Europeans — under treatment. Tho 
institution is supported by tho contribu- 
tions of the benevolent. The Govern- 
ment has signified an intention to support 
it tho present month. Tho building is 
unsuited foj a jioruianent hospital; the 
walls are so thin that Indians have brok- 
en through and stolen the victuals sot for 
tho sick. Wo trust the governnjent will 
be jirompt to render every assistancd, and 
take measures for the perpetuity of the 
institution."

Editok CoLUNisi':--Tiie letter of c\- 
Chnrchwardeu M'anl, ^vhicll appeared 
iu your columns fif yosterday, is not 
only pertiiieiil, l»ul well-tiiuetl. Com- 
ing as it doos from a busiutiaa-mau, it 
must commaiul tlie respect and gi-avo 
consideration of eviTV man of himi- 
noss, and will help locliar up soiiie 
of those obscurities which have so long 
perplexed tho most reflective members 
of our Church— I'cannot say tho Church 
of E!jp;land. 

If a resolution was passed at the an- 
nual meeting to the elToct that the 
incoming Churchwardens do publish 
tho accounts of their predecessors — 
tho retiring Churchwardens for tho 
past year, it does upjicar strange that 
they have not ("oinplied with the -wish 
of the .seat-holders, who, I 2:)resuni(', 
are tlieir directors at the Catliedi'al, 
aud wero present at the largo Easter 
meeting of the congregation. 

But if no such resolution was passed 
and tho ChurclnvardeiiH for t he present 
year have reasons fiir wit iiholding the 
accounts and report s(j lony from pub- 
lic ga/.e, under existing circunistaiuu's 
the outgoing Churchwardens may, if 
they please, publish theirown accounts 
ami report which have been passed ; 
but they have no right to inlerfore with 
the action or duties of tlieirsuocessors, 
wlio aro accountable to those wln> 
elected thciii. 

In the monntime tlioy aro responsi- 
ble for every dereliction of duty; but 
as the Dean is the party most deeply 
and directly, if not the only one, in- 
terested, there may bo eircumstances 
connected with Church economy wliicli 
would warrant the exercise of discre- 
tionary power, and as tho present 
Churchwardens are well known and 
respected, no doubt can be cast ujion 
their probity.

I'lit, ii-i 
otlierClnu'clies in the l.^rcivinco h:c])|M ;i 
to in debt to Homebody, eiKpiirics 
are being made about ' 'things not gen- 
erally understood," and the first ques- 
tion asked is, "What has tho Bishop 
been doing with all tho ("liurch inn- 
ncy ?"'

Dease Creek Correspon- 
dence. 

De/\se Ckeek, Aug. 31st. 
Editor Coloniht. — There is littlo of 
interest to record since last writing, 

concerning the mining news of this 
creek. 

A few of the claims continue to j^ay 
well, of which tho Disc'overy takes 
the lead. Cant. Mooi-e loaves to-da}' 
for tlie ct.iast . iiaving in his jJossessitjn 
I'orty-eiglit pounds w(aglit of gold. 
This amount he has re{;eived in divi- 
dends from his interest in tlie above- 
named elaiiu for ilie last two months. 

About forty thousand dollars iu 
})rivate liaiids will leave hero to-day 
for the lo^ver country, and as the Ot- 
ter is expected to arrive at Wrangel on 
or about the eightli, lifty miners are 
timing tlieir departure accordingly, 
and will leav(! to-day, idso a l)oat ar- 
rived fnnn tlie Deloire on the 20th 
with the news that rich diggings hud 
been found on the creek which emp- 
ties into tho Doloire one hundred 
niih.'s to the north of this place. . 

Tho exciteiDcnt this caused was in- 
tense, and the rush commencing, every 
available craft, from a chicken built 
fore and after down to a cotton wood 
dug out, was gobbled up and headed 
for the new Eldorndo, and up to tliis 
time about one hundred and fifty men 
liave left for the nev/ creek. Some 
extraordiDary stories are alloat con- 
cerning the richness of the new dig. 
gings, I have before mo, howevei, a 
letter just received from a partner who 
owns an interest iu the discovoiy 
claim. This letter is dated McDane 
Creek, .Viigust ICth, and cnncorning 
the i-rospecds, lie says; "After coii- 
aideiablo labor, we (ten men) have just 
got to work washing; and for two days 
run cleaned .u]} five hundred- dollars.^ 
This creek is nlxiut three times tho 
size of Dease. There are uliQut fifty 
men hero, but outside of the canon 
where our claim is located nothing has 
been found. I cannot say h-nv things 
will turn out, but would iu)t advise 
you to come down yet. " 

Since this, and up tp tlie present 
time, two more boats have arrived 
with miners, who had hecu prospect- 
ing on the now creek. Tliey rojiort 
tlie discfivery nuiking twenty-live dol- 
lars per day to the hand,iiud two other 
companies making Wftges; outside of 
this nothing else hod been found. 
These niiners were not going back. 
Considering the very sliort time left 
now for jH'ospeeting, I do not look for 
anything very dellnite this season, and 
it is certainly a dillicult matter to 
form a cotTect idea of the country. 
To make the broad assertion that [the 
"whole country is a bilk" is either 
tidlinga direct falsehood or writing 
about something we know notliing 
abiuit. There is aiujdo evi<l(;nco now 
to show that Cassiar has proved any- 
thing but n failure; and it is the gen- 
eral opinion that to the northward of 
us li(!s an extensive gold beaniig dis- 
trict, of which Dease Creek is merely 
the outer edge, aud that ao far we 
liav(! been only poking about in the 
dark.

At the first nin th fork a 
new briilgo is being Imilt to replace 
the one already there, which was not 
considered substantial enough for tho 
amount of traflic. When this bridge 
is completed the trail to ^ease lake 
will be the finest in the Province. 

Packing is now down to twenty cents 
and will, I think even this sca.son, be 
lower. 

A great deal of sickness prevails on 
tho creek. Colds aud fevers appear 
to bo the general complaints, with a 
few cases of scurvy. Exposure and 
carelessness in the way of living, to- 
gether with an over-abundance of bad 
whisky will, I suppose, counteract the 
inlluences of the best of climates. 

Gambling is rampant here at pre- 
sent, and tho streets are literally imved 
with playing cards. Saloons are doing 
a nourishing business, among which 
the "Adel])hi" (Messrs ]Murjdiy and 
Brown formerly of Victoria) is the star 
saloon of the place and is doing tlie 
liest business. As a general thing wo 
liavo been pretty peaceable. To-day 
however we have had several knock 
downs, and a somewliat gassy individ- 
ual who claimed to be a citizen of the 
free and enlightoued Republic ^-a^ very 
boisterous in his desire to bo shut up 
in a darkroom witli a son of tho Emer- 
ald Isle. Ho evidently wanted to get 
on the blind side of the Irishman. 
Cur local constable granted his i-e- 
(piest in part; he gave him the dark 
room idl to himself until such time as 
ho could furnish bail to keep tho peace 
for six months.
